Engine 8eti New World'i Record. 
Realizing .that. the most Important 


present development In air-craft en- 
gines Is their durability, the naval bu- 
reau.of aeronautics recently Increased 
the endurance tests to as much as 300 
hours, In three runs of 100 hours each. 
The purpose of such a long test waa to 
run the engine to deslnicllon, and thus 
determine Its exact length of life But 
to the surprise of the bureau, one en- 
gine, Instead of being run to destruc- 
tion, was still In perfect condition at 
the end of the 300-hour test. Expert* 
of the bureau say this naw air-craft en- 
gine has established a world's record: 
for fuel economy, as well as for dura- 
bility. It Is, they say, the best air- 
craft power equipment ever developed. 
The engine, described In Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine, Is of the eight-cylin- 
der Y-shaped type, and develops an 
average horse power of 175. This ' 
would be sufficient to propel a Sre- 
passenger airplane at a speed of 80 
miles an hour, which In 300 houn 
would he equlVHlont to flying arouatt 
the world. 


Car Embodies New Idea*.

has hulit an attractive light car which 
combines the comfort of the auto with 
the economy and mobility of the sldt- 
car, says Popular Mechanics Magazine.

London.—That the TCCMI unearth- 


ing of a royal tomb near Luxor U tho 
jreateet archaeological dlscbrsry la 
Egypt In modern times already Is'cer- 
tain. . ilow great, In Ihe light which 
It throws on the vanished civilization 
that has mad« the wisdom of Egypt 
proverbjal down all the ages, the dli- 
covery may prove to be—this remains 
for the secret of the sllll unopened 
Inner chamber to reveal. 


The etory of the discovery, mads 


by the earl of Carnarvon, whose 
wealth has enabled him to devote 
himself 
to 
the 
cosily 
hobby 
of; 


Egyptology, and Howard Carter, per- 
haps the finest living archaeological 
draughtsman, reads like a romance. 
The valley of the tombs of the king*, 
where the find was made, Is a desert 
ravine lying behind the barren cliffs 
and hills, which form the mighty 
walla of the Nile valley on the west- 
ern bank of the river, some 460 miles 
above Cairo. 


Sepulchera Cut In Hills. 


Here the Pharaohs of the eight- 


eenth, 
nineteenth ' and 
twentieth 


dynasties, covering the period 
from 


about J550 to 1000 B.'C., were laid 
to rest In scpulchers cut 
Into the 


sides of the hills, the bnrlal chambers 
being deep down In the solid rock, ap^ 
preached by flights of step's arid cor- 
ridors,* generally ornamented by rich 
wall paintings and bas-reliefs. Tim 
existence of these tombs has been the 
common knowledge of all the 
cen- 


turies, though the precise location of 
each lias riot been known. For 2,000 
or 3,000 years robbers have been busy 
with their treasures. 


But for more than n generation past 


Mr. Carter's1.faith that tourlstj ,ln 
Thebes' were stepping over priceless 
treasures In the,, bowels of the earth 
has not faltered, despite all that Is 
known of the past rifling of the fa- 
mous site. The heslnnlnj; of the story 
of the discovery goes back 33 years, 
when he began searching the Thcliun 
necropolis for u key to ancient Effypt. 
In thnt period he found a number of 
minor, prizes, but since Lord Csnarvon 
Joined forces with him 17 yearn ngo 
Ihe discovery of the Hyksos tablet was 
their greatest reward—up to Ihe pres- 
ent. 


Recently, after four days' work In 


the heart of the small sacred basin 
he and his p.trty unearthed a step. 


.Continued digging resulted in the ex- 
cavation of a stairway which led right 
beneath the tomb of liameses IX, an 
unimportant king, who lived 
soms 


3,000 years ngo. 
At Us foot was a 


door Inscribed with tho protocol of 
another Pharaoh, Tutankhamen, one 
of the most'Important kings of Egypt. 
It was the 'one remaining tomb of 
which there had been any hope of 
finding iq the valley of the tombs of 
the klnga.•'• '•• 
• ".

. 


But the o'penlrig of the tomb showed 


that the excavators had stumbled 
npon a- discovery of unprecedented 
Importance.- No other royal tomb that 
has-been 'opened In Egypt has con- 
lalned such •'treasures as the tomb of 
•Tutankhamen'gave up. 'The lights of 
Uic searchers shone upon'an age-old 
collection 'of gems arid gold and ala- 
baster—n 
collection 
which 
would 


fetch upward of $15,000,000 In any 
salesroom. 
But the value of the dis- 


covery wss not to be stated In terms 
of money.

Th'lrd Chamber Not Entered. 


The tomb was a treasury of the 


glories of the Egyptian court of 1350 
B. C. There were gilt couches inlaid 
with Ivory and Jewels; -there was thB 
king's throne and the king's robe's. 
Two statues showed him In'his habit 
as he lived. 
Chariots were there for 


the dead Pharaoh's riding.'masses of 
food for .his eating; mujlcal Instru- 
ments, documents. 


The state of the outer chambers 


showed that the tomb had been dis- 
turbed at least once In the past. 


In the third chamber may (and. it 


is hoped, docs) rest the mummy' of 
Tutankhamen 
himself. 
This 
third 


chamber has not yet been entered. 
The tomb has been sealed again until 
Lord Carnarvon, who tins returned to 
England, goes back with

This Is the warning of the men at 


the New York State College of Agri- 
culture who are encouraging the use 
of better sires. 


They say that many times farmers 


have disposed of young bulls only to 
find that some of their daughters 
have developed Into remarkable pro- 
ducers. They cite figures tbat show 
on many farms the tendency Is de- 
cidedly for the use of young bulls and 
then' to dispose of them before their 
real worth can be learned. 


In a study of 376 purebred bulls It 


was found that 45 were under nine 
"•onths of age; 121 were one year of 
age; m were two years of age; 64 
were three years of age; 19 were four 
years of age; seven were five years 
of age; five .were sli years of age and 
only one was seven years of age. 


Ordinarily stockmen figure that a 


bull mast be five years old before 
much can be known sbout bis first 
daughters, and seven years' must 
elapse before there Is definite knowl- 
edge of his breeding qualities. 
Yet of 


all the bulls considered In the survey, 
only 13 were of sufficient age to ad- 
mit of an estimate of their value.
